Jewish Almanac and Communal Calendar.— A new [1D has been brought 
into the field under the auspices of Ann Abrahams and Son, of Hounds- — 
ditch. In size and outward form it resembles the well-known — 
Almanac of Vallentine which has been so long before the Jewish public, 


and the current issue of which we recently noticed in our columns, {n | 


the internal arrangement of the new Almanac, however, thereis a difference. 
The Calendar only marks Jewish days of note. To each month is appended 
an excellent Guide to the ritual according to the Minhag of the United 
Congregatiors under the spiritual direction of the Chief Rabbi. We 


believe we may state, without indiscretion, that this Guide and all the 


scholarly or literary portion of the Almanac are due to the pen of Mr. 
Myer Davis, of the Jews’ Free School, a gentleman who by knowledge and 
inclination is eminently calculated for this description of work. ‘This part 
of the book is very full. Anexplanatory calendar of Jewish jours feriés is 
appended. ‘The Hebrew type is good and clear, and so also is the English 
type of the tabulated portion of the calendar ; but we cannot honestly say — 
the same of the English type of the rest of the work, which is by no 
means attractive. The great feature of the compilation is certainly the 
ritual guide, which seems to have been very carefully compiled. It shows 
great ability and is certainly most useful. In a future edition some 
inaccuracies in the list of officials of synagogues should be remedied, but 
those inaccuracies are very few, indeed; and for a first issue the work 
seems to have been diligently and carefully devised and carried out,

But the Committee, on the other hand, received great 
encouragement from the constant regard evinced toward the school by your- 
self and Ly your colleague, the esteemed spiritual chief of the sister congrega- 
tion, the Haham, the Rev. Dr. Artom; also by the Baroness Lionel de 
Rothechild, and the Baroness Mayer de Rothschild; likewise by the ladies of 
the Girls’ School Committee, the Rev. Mr. Green, the Rev. Mr. Barnett, and other 
friends of education.

At length, finding no other site available, the Committee decided on 
erecting a school on this site.

The architects, 
Messrs Davis and Emanuel, of Finsbury Circus, planned the building in the 
best possible manner, and watched its erection with assiduous care. The 
builders, Messrs. King of Mitre-street, have carried out the designs with due 
skill and promptitude ; and in this building thus erected, we are now happily 
assembled. | 
A constitution was framed, and nuder it we were appointed the Committee 
of the schools. | 
Unfortunately, we still need at least £500 ts clear us from the liabilities 
contracted for the building and the fittings and furniture. Assuredly, Sir, you 
and the reverend gentlemen who fill the pulpits of our metropolitan synagogues 
will not fail to sot forth to your flecks the claims of a school like this, which is 
founded essentially for the conservation of Judaism, and for the religious 
moral, and material improvement of Jewish children. 

The system which we have hitherto pursued and intend to pursue is founded 
on a feeling of affection. We have discarded corporal punishment. We rely 
on the hearts of our pupils to assist our efforts for their benefit. 

~ Children of various social grades sit side by side in our schools. 
—the children of parents who can afford to pay (and do pay) suitable remune- 
ration for the education we give, with those who can afford to pay a small and 
inadequate sum, and those who cannot afford to pay anything. Regardless of 
difference of worldly wealth or social position, the scholars associate—like Jew- 
ish children should—as childten of one Father; as brothers and sisters of one 
family. | 

We regerd our schools as essentially important, because although we care- 
fully and assiduously attend to secular education, we consider religious educa- 
tion paramount. Whatever may be the views that are entertained by the 


various political and religious sections of our fellow-conntrymen, our committee 


have steadfast!y held on high the principle of religious education ; for we think | 
that Religion should permeate Instruction, as the sunlight of heaven permeates 
the atmosphere of earth, and renders all earthly things holy and beautiful. 

Yet we have not disregarded. secular instruction ; on the contrary, it has

ey | Seven years ago,on account of the great increase 
in the Jewish population of the East of London and the distance © 
from the great Free School, the schools were called into existence by 
two gentlemen residing in the neighbourhood. At first there were but five 
or six children attending the school; but like the oak which yearly adds a 
ring to its circumference, so had these schools increased year by year. 
It was soon found impossible to receive all who applied for admission, = 
‘he 
managers, therefore, having regard to the large and diffuse increase in the 
Jewish population residing in the neighbourhood of the schools, knowing 
the blessings of education, and also having regard to the recent great Educa~- 
tion Act. went earnestly to work ; asked for aid from the Jewish public aud 
resolved to build the present large school at the rear of the former school, 
It was at last erected with all the necessary appliances for conducting a 
great educational establishment. The managers had generously allowed 
the use of the large school-room for the purpose of holding Divine worship 
therein during the ensuing holydays. But he hoped that it would not be 
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ong before a regular synagogue was erected in the neighbourhood. 
The schools contain class-rooms for boys and girls, wherein a thorough 
- geligions and secular education conld be taught. It might be asked. by 
ome why it was necessary to conduct secnlar education, seeing that there 
were many large public schools in the neighbourhood and that the School 
Board woald, perhaps, erect further schools. He would answer these 
questions by stating that it is necessary that the children shonld be 
taught both branches of education—the religious and the secular. The 
-¢hildren would there receive a sound elementary education combined with 
the higher branches, including the study of natural science. The children | 
would also there find opportunity for the acquisition of a good religious 
education. They would there gain a knowledge of that Book which was 
deep and broad, which was a balm for every wounded heart, a_ pillow for 
every aching head, a support to the strong and acrutch to tottering old age. 
The children would there be tanght that language in which the Lord had 
revealed Himself and in which they say their prayers. Especially neces- 
sary was it that religious education should be imparted to their children in 
that neighbourhood in which they were encompassed like wild beasts by 
hunters and solicited to sell their souls for a piece of silver; and in which, 
especially, they were exposed to the dangers of darkness and apostacy. 
He was by no means exaggerating. Ifa list were compiled of the wrecks 
of childhood that were driven on the quicksands of vice and temptation 
in the metropolis, such a roll would be written with mourning, lamentation 
and woe. Let them then be thankful to the founders of those schools who 
had sown the seed in a sterile soil, and to the managers ty whose unflagg- 
ing exertions that building had been erected. They should also be grateful 
to the members of the ladies’ committee, who had conferred a deuble 
blessing by the exercise of their gentle control over the children and their 
bright example to them. Thanks were also due to the public who had 
‘subscribed liberally and munificently to the schools. He hoped the public | 
would continue to support the institution, so as to enable the committee to 
meet the remaining portion of the building debt and the large outlay conse- 
quent upon the support of the schools. He hoped the parents residing 
in the neighbourhood would not forget what had been done for them;

What, after all, can the poor missionaries say to those who lead a moral 
life without the Gospel, and who know sufficient Hebrew to point out the 


fallacies of Christological interpretations and inaccurate “ authorized” 


versions, so that the missionary efforts among the Jews have become in this 
country, a delusion and a srare—a byword and a joke? : 


_ As a rule even middle-class Jews are not remarkable for cleanliness, they 
enjoy better average health than their Gentile neighbours, and evince a strong 
taste for fine, showy c'othing. Neither are the lowest amongst them so drunken 
or so licentious as the ordinary run of vulgar Englishmen, and the women 


‘receive a greater amount of respect. As a partial set-off to this honour awarded 


to the weaker vessel, she is accounted greatly inferior to the man, and too often 
she is suffered to grow up in blank ignorance ; a Hebrew proverb—* Every one 
that teacheth his daughter the law is considered as if he taught her transgres- 
sion ’—sl.owing the national sentiment in regard to females. The Jews contemna 
a woman's testimony, and refuse her a seat with men in the public congregation. 
In numbers of instances girls are purposely reared in total ignorance, not so 
much as a knowledge of the alphabet being communicated. Even among men 
‘the standard of education is not high, not more than five in every hundred being 
supposed to know Hebrew. Both men and women are fond of light amusements, 
and find much satisfaction in the theatres. as well as at the large taverns were 
dramatic entertainments are provided. The advancement of education during 
the present century has Jed to a wider expression of opinion ; so that while 
numbers who can judge for themselves reject the superstition of the Talmud, 
and advocate reform, others still adhere to the letter of tradition. While, how- 
ever, we speak about the spread of knowledge in the Hebrew nation, we may 
remember that education progresses slowly among a people whose children, on 
attaining the capacity of earning a shilling a day, are sent to labour rather than 


toschool. But youthful Jews among the poor are not universally neglected; nor — 


does national prejudice entirely exclude them from the benefits of Christian 

instruction. Their children are taught in Christian Sunday-schools, and, indeed, 

the Jews themselves have copied our example of opening the Scripture to youth 

on the Sabbath, and they also employ religious itinerants to go among the poor 

and sick of their own persuasion. The Jews are asober people, the women being 

especially circumspect in this matter. “I cannot charge my memory,” says a 
visitor in one district, “ with having witnessed a single case of a Jewish woman 
under the influence of drink.” A partial. attempt is made to honour the Sabbath 
by perpetuating the Mosaical observances ; but even. the orthodox, who burn 
two candles on a white cloth during Friday evening, and who refuse to work, 
will yet descend to many frivolities. The Germans are most easy of access, 
though their seeming liberality is sometimes rooted in indifference. The Poles 
and Dutch are reputed to be the most bigoted “They know the Bible,” we are 
told, ‘say their prayers in a gabbling wav; put on their phylacteries, and curse 
every one who does not join in their opinion.” The Rabbins show little anxiety 
about spreading Scriptural knowledge among the poor, so that little can be 
expected from a people so neglected more than a piety of formalism. Then to 
other adverse influence which oppose the endeavours of the missionary, we have 

to add the opposition of low Romanists, who gladly join the Jew in checking the 
Gospel. Irish zealots and yindictive Jews have been known to pelt the Christian 


visitor beyond the precincts of their filthy habitations!”

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- JEWISH UNION AND THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 
Mr. Eprror,—Since I last placed your paper under contribution — 
many moons since—the necessities of a chequered life have led me far away 
rom kindred and home and the many scenes in which I take a life interest. 
{ might from my new experience give your readers a studied account of 
- «incidents of travel” bearing on the character and organization of Jewish 


institutions, religious, educational and social, as they obtain in the far east 


and furthermost west, and in the great capitals of Europe. I might sug- 
gest deferentially some modifications in our communal government, point 
out the defects of our stereotyped systems, and, judging them by the stan- 
dard of organizations I have witnessed elsewhere, prove by the comparative 
results how we could, with advantage to the governing and the governed, 


benefit the moral machinery of this, our great Jewish corporation. Every- 
where, in the nearest and in the remotest Jewish world, there is a powerful 


awakening of Jewish spirit, a desire to perpetuate and to modify with that 


intention and purpose, and it will be the fault of those who should lead, 


and not wait to be driven, it this revival of Jewish spirit and allegiance is 
not properly directed and organized. Woe to those who misdirect ! Woe 
to those who retard! Woe to those who practice that selfish policy of the 
wicked king who consoled himself that it sufficed for him if it were but 
peace in his days! We require men alive to the inevitable tendencies of 
the age—men who shall forecast that glorious future that awaits Israel, 
when the Jewish faith, cleansed from that perilous group of superstitions 
that dim its pristine lustre, ehall be the rallying point not only of Jews, 
but of civilization ; when the seething of religious opinions now obtaining 
in the world shall calm down, and the residuum of conflicting faiths com- 
prehend those life-springs of humanity—the confraternity of the human 
race, the perfectibility of man, the principle of self-atonement, the unifica-
